K-8tate's first "India pay" 
began Thursday night at a sem- 
inar on Rablndranath Tagore, 
Indian Nobel prize winner. The 
seminar was presented by Prof. 
H. A. Bteber of the University 
of North Carolina. 

The highlights of "India Day " 
waa an address to an all-«nlTer- 
slty convocation by B. K. Nehru, 
Indian Ambassador to the United 
States at 11 a.m. today. 

.RABINDRATH Tagore was an 
Indian educator, painter, phil- 
osopher, critic, composer, and 
winner of the 1912 Nobel Prize 
tor poetry. 

Sleber read, In both Bengali, 
the language of Tagore, and In 
SngUsh, Tagore 's lore poems to 
humanity. While presenting his 
review of Tagore's poetry, he 
emphasized that Tagore was a 
modern thinker. 

While presenting the many 
facets of Tagore, Sieber claimed 
that Tagore was a "poet to the 
core of his being." Tagore was 
the poet of Indian nationalism. 
He also combined the poetics of 
the Bast and West to term a 
modem poetic. 

According to Sleber, Tagore 
was a general critic of the West 
and a modest spokesman of the 
East. He also affected both In- 
dian domestic and foreign pol> 
icy and had great influence on 
cultures other than bis own. 

Exhibits of Indian arts and 
crafts will be on display from 
5:30 to 6:30 this evening In 
Union Banquet Rooms K and S. 
preceding the "Ittdia Day" tan- 
qupt.

CAHTKO announced that the 
water would Vsom mi»h<ittr dally, 
between 8 a.m. and 9 a.m., from 
the state-run Yateraa Water- 
works Co. butside the base. 

Thla cottcesslon, combined 
with the rationing, the reserves, 
and the alternate means of sup- 
ply, meant that there would be 
no Immediate water erlais at the 
base. 

Castro said the water blocjc- 
ade woteld eontinue uutll tie 
flahemtttt are reieaaed.

India now with great interest. 

Host of India's 460 million 
popttlattoB, aceordtng to Nehm, 
Bttbsiats on an Income of less 
than 170 a year or about |1.2& 
a week. Thus, he said, many 
Indians are deprived of the ne- 
cessities of life such as food, 
clothing and shelter. 

N^Hun said that India i« 
unique among uhderdereloped 
nations in that It has the man- 
power and natural resources to

Indla'a savings has risen to 
12- per cent of the country's 
gross national product, he aaid, 



but It must rise to 16 or 18 per 
cent. 

"To reach this level we have 
to supplement our growth with 
foreign capital: increase exports, 
attnMst private torelgn lureet- 
ment and receive aid from for- 
eign countries. 

He said in a press conferehtt 
later Friday that about iO par 
cent of India's total foreign aJd 
comcH from Ru8sia. He also said 
that the aid was not earmarked 
for a apeelal purpose and tlurt.

Hampton said that the owner 
Of the shop refused him a hair- 
cut OB the basis that other bar- 
bers In town were Inrlng away 
his customers b^ telUns them he 
eyt a NaKro^a hair. . 



In an interview the owner of 

the barbershop said, "I'm not 
the ogly shop in town so why 
pick on me? They can't get their 
hair rut anywhere In Manhat- 
tan." The barber refused to dls- 
ensa the matter further. 

lUmpton said that Initially he 
was shocked at the barber's re- 
fusal, but that the shock later 
turned to anger which prompted 
hie letter to the Coll^lan. 

Hampton did his undergradu- 
ate studies at the Ualverslty of 
lUlnols and his post-cradMte 
work at Purdue University.

Twenty-five new poailloiis are an Im- 
provement over the Governor's recommen- 
dation. However this number falls short of 
K-State's need if tlic academic standards at 
K-State are to compare favorably to other 
universities. 

THE ACADEMIC standard Is directly 
comi)arable to the efficiency of the faculty 
whicli in many respects depends upon the 
avoKi^c number of students each professor 
must teacli. 

K-St^'s faculty-student ratio is cur- 
rently tesp deilrablie than that of other bind 
grant and state universities and colleges. 

Tlie requested 40 positions only allows 
for K-State to maintain its piesent ratio. 
The ratio will he higher next fall when K- 
State enrollment is estimated to reach 

THE IMf enrollment exceeded the esti- 
mates, therefore placing a burden on the 

K-State faculty. This stress was not cor- 
rec^ted in 1963 appropriations. AlthouRh

Wit^ the aid of tele- 
sooptc lens, he can study It in minute detail. 

"The Making of a President— 1960" Is a simi- 
lar panoramic view of the 1960 presidential 
campaign. Yet. T. H. mite's book is more than 
a panoramic view, more than a study of small 
details, it contains the heait throb of the cam- 
paign. This makes it more tlian just a book. 

To Ui« student, it is a textbook in American 
presidential campaigns. White traces Kennedy's 
etoctioa from tile germ of desire to the trttut- 
phant of victory. The student catches a glimpse 
of ttie immense organisation* that Is necessary 
to even win the nomination. 

The Democratic and Republican campaigns 
are given fairly equal treatment. If there Is 
prejudice it Is towards Kennedy as far as space 
la ooncemed. HoweveF, the student also gets an 
accurate pictwe of Nixon. 

Ve the polHteal SMlyst, **The Making of a 



President — 1960" is a source book of the trends 
that shaped the 1960 election. It will be a guide 
to him in seeking to discover the influence of 
a candidate's religious faith on his election. 

Now, after Kennedy's three years in the White 
House, he oaa.ooHip«re the veae^ons to his re- 
ligion during the campaign and the reactions to 
Kennedy while in the White House. The reac- 
tion of the nation to his death is seen in this 
germination during the campaign.

'Black Like Me' Author Speaks 
Sunday at 8 in All-Faith Chapel 



John Howard Griffin, author 
of the International Best-Seller 
"Black Like Me," will speak to 
students at 8 p.m. Sunday, Feb. 
16 in the AU-Kaith Chapel. 
"Black Like He" will be the title 
of his lecture. 

To learn what it is like to be 
a Negro in the Deep South, 
Griffin, a white Texan novelist, 
asked a physician to darken his 
skin. "Black Like Me," is the 
story of the reporter's travels 
through four Southern states 
fhnt began as a scientific re- 
search study of the Negro in the 
South, b«t oideft as the Jonrnal 
of his experiences living as 

Negro. 

Born in Dallas, Texas, i 
1920, Griffin attended grad 
school In Texas; high school and 

university in France. 

Studying medicine in prepara- 
tion for vorohiatry, he became 
Interested in musieology while 
experimenting with sound in the 
treatment of the insane. This l*?d 
to studies with Nadia Boulauger 
and to historical research with 
the Benedictines of Solesmes. 
He is a recognized authority on 
the Gr^orian chant.

fin served first with the French 

forces as liaison' agent for the 
eracuation of German and Ans* 
trian refugees from Fmttoe to 
England. 

When France fell, he Joined 
the American army and wervtd 
in the Pacific where he was twice 
severely woanded. After the 
war. with badly impaired vision, 
he went back to France and con- 
tinued his studies. 

In 19 47, with total loss of 
vision, he returned to America to 
attend sebool for the bUnd. He 



then moved to a farm at Mans- 
field, Tex., and divided his time 
between raising pure-bred live- 
stock and writing books.

\VASHIN<iTON (UPI)— One of the comic 
striits I l ead has a dog named Snoopy who 
spends his time watching leaves fall from 
treeil. I should never read comic strips. 

THEIK power of suggestion is so strong 
that now Snoopy's got me doing it In fact, 
over-doing it. The plain truth is that I 
have become addicted to leaf watching. 

Once a person gets hooked on something 
like this, it is almost impossible to kick 
the habit. Moreover, he must try to conquer 
It alone, there l^elng no organisation, such 
as falling leaf watchers anonymous, that 
he can turn to. And ho matter how hard he 
might try to hide his weakness, little tell- 
tale signs win give him away.

• Th(' fraiiiinK of Veiit-zufla 
guerrillas and terrorists by 
Cuba. 

• Cuban financing of insurrec- 
tionary acts in Venezuela. 

• Cuban dispatch of arms 
and instructions to the Vene- 
suetan underground for sub- 
version and terrorism. 

Tbe report of the Investiga- 
tors runs about SO pages and in- 
cludes several hundred pages of 
annexes and comments. The 
final draft Is being prepared In 
Washinj^ton now and should be 
diatribuLed before tbe end of the 
month.

The new program establlf^hes 
a minimum camntatlve grade 
point average hasod on total 
credit hours attempted. 

The new minimum University 
gnde standard oalla for aato- 

matte diemissal if a student's 
cumulative grade-point average 
falls below 1.5 for 30 hours, 1.75 
for 60 houra and 1.85 for 90 
hours. 

The ran^ of credit hours re- 
quired for each classification 
among the colleges made a uni- 
form grade level impossible. 

Old dismissal standards were 
1.3 for freshman, 1.4 for sopho- 
mores, 1.5 tor Jvnfim and 1.6 
for seniors. 

The new minimum University 
probation level requires a l.T 
cumulative average for Ifh^i 
houra attempted and 1.0 for 80 
or more hours. 

Under the old program, pro- 
bation standards were l.S for 
freshmen and a aophomores; and 
..I.? for Juniors and seniors. 

A student may be automat- 
ically dismissed if his cumulative 
grade- point average is below 2.0 
upon completion of 20 hours in 
excess of the nnmlivr fMittlrad 
for his degree. 

New probation and dismissal 
grade levels will be effective for 
all students who enter K-State 
after June 1, 1964. 

The new system for handling 
probations and dismissals abol- 
ishes the reinstatement commit- 
tee which formoriy pro ceai ed 
these actions. 

In place of the reinstatement 
committee the Faculty Senate 
will esUblUh a University com- 
mittee on academic standards. 
This committee will be respon- 
sible for making and maintain- 
ing Untveralty poUdaa regardlnt 
entrance, probation, dismissal 
aad reinstatement.

and dlimltaal eases will bo

The college committees may 
stipulate certain requirements 
for a probation atudent for 
whom disnlssai has been waived. 
These requirements would in- 
clude maximum course load, 
spaetfic ciirarwB to bt taken and 
minimum grade P^ttt to fee 
achieved. 

Bach college may act up tta 

own probation-dismissal policy 
which will be subject to Senate 
approval. The college standarda 
may not reduce or eliminate 
UDiversity grade standards, 

Tho college eommltteea may 
redar cases to the University 
stwidards committee tor tta do*

WASHIN(iTON (UPI)— Mrs. Maurine Neuberger, 
a denlcotinlzed Democrat from Oregon, has writ- 
ten a book in whloh t^b» attempte to convince peo- 
ple they should quit smoking. 

My interest in the book, called "Smoke Screen," 
is more or less academic, owing to the fact that I 
stopped smoking about 18 month.s ago. 

I WAHf liowever, intrigued l>y Mrs. Neuberger's 
account of how she, a former pack-a-day smoker, 
broke the habit. 

In 1967, Mrs. Neuberger began having fainting 
spells. The second 4ime she swooned, Ute cut her 
head as she fell. The doctor who treated her sug- 
gested that she stop smoking, whereupon she 
picked up a pack of cigarettes from her bedside 
table and threw it across the room. 

THB eiOAKETTES, not the table. Mrs. Neu- 
berger never smoked again and. as far as I know, 
she never Calnted again either. 

Now any method that works must be considered 
successful, hut it seems to me that Mrs, Neuberger 
did it tlie hard way. A cut on the head probably 
is a higher price than most smokers would be will- 
ing to pay. 

•AND FLnrOING a pack of cigarettes across the 
room wiU not by Itself do the trick. Smokers who 
have tried that have told me they started smoking 
again as soon as they tidied up the place. 

Perhaps my own case hist(ii-y can serve as a 
guide for anyone who might be seeking an easier 
system. 

I FlilST made up my mind to quit smoking in 
1942 when I was a private in the Army. My resolu- 
tion stemmed from a distaste for picking up butts 
along the company street. 



Shortly after that, however, I was sent over- 
seas wlicre aijstinence was made more difficult by 
the fact GIs could buy cigarettes for a nickel a 
padc. At those prices, a person cannot afford not 
to lunoke. 

FOB A TIMS after the war, certain brands were 
in short sui)ply and smokers were clamoring to 

get them. This aroused my competitive instincts 
witli tlie result that I laid in a Stti^ly'that lasted 

until 1952. 

At that point, I started the classic withdrawal 
pattern. I smoked cigars for a year and. than I 
took up pipes. Thus by 1954 I was nnoking ciga- 
rettes, cigars and pipes. 

IN 1J».»5 I gave up pipes and the next year I cut 
out cigars. Tliis put me back to where I was in' 
1942 when I first decided to quit. 

After that, there was nothing to it. I simply 
left my cigarettes on the bedside table and threw 
myself across the.room. If I can do It, anyone can. 
All it takes Is 20 years, a world war and a lot of 
will power.

Several years ago AggieviH© 
barbershops agreed to accept all 
customers resardless of their 
race, McCain said. He added 
that this progress falls short of 
the*^ mark as long as Hampton 
can be svbjeet to such an ex- 
perience. 

McCain also said that "we 
must be mindful that interna- 
tional students, especially the 
many from Asia and Africa. 
Judge us not only by the hos- 
pitality they receive but equally 
by onr treatment of oar own 
minority groups." 

BOQVEMOICS said Saturday 
that the NAACP would work for 
inclusion of barber shops under

A Negro's sense of dread and 
what ;irhUa^fien reveal to Ne- 
groes that they don't reveal to 
other whites were two points em- 
phaaised by John Howard Grif- 
fin, author of "Black tlka He," 
Sunday night. 

APPROXLMATELY 4,000 peo- 
ple liateaed to Griffin's lecture 
in both the University Audi- 
torium and in the Union. The 
event previously had been sched- 
uled for the All-Faith Chapel, 
but was changed due to the large 
ciowd. 

KSOB-FM broadcast the . lec- 
ture and It was piped Into the 

Union. 

THE TEXAS author, who 
darkened his skin to better help 
his study of racism in the Deep 
South, first began to realise the 
depth of the racial problem in 
America while serving in France 
in World War II. He carried bis 
study over to the study of the 
suicide rate of the Negro. 

By Internal medication, Grif- 
fin darkened his skin over a 
period of three weeks. During 
this time he set up contacts in 
New Orleans as a white man. 
Later, when he returned 'as a 
Negro to one of these places, 
he received cordial treatment, 
but was told to go seventeen 
blocks for a drink of water. 

GRIFFIN said that the white 
girl did not think her action 
cruel but that such actions 
' greatly affect the daily life of a 
Negro. 

"It the white man has hunger 
or other physical needs through- 
out the day, he can take care of 
them, but the Negro must de-

liberately anticipate hunger and 
thirst and hope that his naeda 
will arise when he is near a 
facility that he can use," he ex- 
plained. 

FEW places tn the South have 
signs saying "Whites Only" but 
the Negro knows that many 
others are closed to him. Ac- 
cording to Griffin, "The Negro 
Is rejected because of his pig- 
ment, not what be majr or may 
not be," 

Griffin grouped white men 
into three classes as he saw them 
while being a Negro. 

"ONE man. "he oaid, "would 
look at you as a functional thing. 
You would shine his shoes and he 
would pa^ you, but all the time 
he would be looking right 
through you." 

Only two out of 12 men that 
Griffin traveled with were «on- 
sidered "decent." These are the 
men that treat the Negro norm- 
ally with human dignity. 

Ten ont <tf the 12 men are 
what Negroes call "Great White 
Buddies." They begin a conver- 
sation with a Negro man openly» 
friendly and democratically. 
Then they become obscene and 
make immoral propositions. 

**I FIRST tried to find work by 
reading want ads and then tele- 
phoning the business," Griff In 
said. "In all but one instance 
where the Job had been filled, 
they were interested In my qua- 
lifications and asked me to eome 
for a personal interview. 

"As soon as the3r..saw that I 
was a Negro, the job was 10 
longer available." 

Griffin said that In areas of 
discrimination, the Negro Is Im- 
prisoned in the white man's 
Stereotype of a Negro. He can't 
get out of it because tbe white 
man doesn't allow him to do so. 

THE NEGRO will p«t up with 
degradation if his temtty has to 
depend upon his bowing to the 
white man for their living. 

When Griffin visited a Negro 
home, tbe father said, "You 
mustn't let them make you hate; 
then they will have dragged you 
down to where they think yon 



CTritfin concluded by sajrlng, 
"When we don't judge a human 
being by qualities other thui 
pigment, It Is an Incident against 
the whole people, against us and 
our own Intelligence.

$4.75 of the $9 increase would b9 used to improve 
the K-State footlMdl 

It Is Relieved with iniftft tiolieir. the K-State 
football team can be made more competitive In 
the Big Eight Conference, therefore putting K- 
State athletics on. the road to being more self- 
supporting. 

McCain iaid Ibat the luetic budget would 
h$,te to be tncfeased by |14t,O09 over the cur- 
rent bttdget if the football team were to become 
competitive. According to the Athletic rounell's 
recommendation, the increase would be in ef- 
fect for five years. 

tHE ATHLETIC COUNCIL'S tentative budget 
fdir t9H*%4 shows an estimated expenditure of 
||S2.18e. If the fee increase Is adopted, the 
athletic budget will be $828,400 or an increase 
over this year of $146,214. 

The reason the Athletic Council called for an 
initial $187,000 increase instead of $146,214 is 
to help make up an estimated $77,000 deficit in 
the im$^i athtetfe bodgit. 

THE il87,OM increase would include $87,000 
more fropa students (now ^ayli^ 148.000) and 
$61,000 moie from alumnt contributions (now 
totaling $28,000). Tlie remainder of the inoraase 
is cxi)ecto(i to come from gate receipts. 

Tlie fee hike would include provisions for in- 
c^ases of $31,436 for additional coaches and 
passible salary (noreases; $41,260 for 80 addi- 
tional scholarships; |7,090 for UhproTed train- 
ing table facilities; and |20,0(M) for recruiting 
and prospect visitation. 

A NritVEV conducted In 1962 showed that a 
school's conference football record was related 
to the athletic budget; the number -of scholar- 
ships awarded; and sise df coaehing staffs, fc- 
Stite, with the lowest "budget, fewest scholar- 



ships and the smallest staff, lOttshii ttH In the 
Big Eight during this period. 

Since that time K-State apparently has made 
little progress, either financially or competi- 
UrtHy. Dorins the past season, K-State flnidied 
seventh while remaining at the bottom o^the 
conference in bndp^et Hize and sch^tarship allot- 
ments. It still has the ^^mallest coaching staff. 

THE BrsiN£88 of creating a budget is es- 
pecially difficult in athletics, where variables 
enter the picture each year. The most important

In 1962, when K-State played Oklahoma at 
Norman, K-State'» share of the gate receipts wa&^ 
over I&4.000. When Oklahdma played here tft 
1961, Oklahcmia's share was about $9,000. 

FlOUBES indicate one of the reasons 
that McCain suggested K-State is not carrying 
its share of the financial burden in the Big Eight. 
According to the Athletic Council, K-State is a 
fliianoial burdeh in the conference. 

In the past 10 years K-fitate has paid |S52,< 
147.89 to confemtie .foes, while receiving |916,- 
741.73 from conference road games. McCain said 
that K-State is not able to fill its Stadium oir 
those at other schools. 

'^e council said that K-State draws so poofljr 
that other teams loie ihoney by playing K-Stal,e. 

It is higlily possible, theit, that other schools 
in the conference might 8lfgi«it OUIt K4ttftte 
drop out of the Big Eight. 

IF K-STATE WERE forced to drop out of Big 
Eight competition in football, the consequences 
could be serious. It has been said that colleges '4 
ar« known ttettie ittjni 1^ th^ eoinpany flrey keep 
in athletic conferences. Reputation and pi«8t%e 
are found in athletic conferences. 

Some schools who have been unwilling to 
keep up the fight have dropped out of their con- 
ferences in order to cut down on the expense in- 
volved In remaining competitive. They have 
found, in many oiuies, that they have had to ask • 
students for mom Ofder to keep & io6tbaU 
team at all. 

McCain reported that there are scholastic 
benefits that are the result of athletic confer- 
enees. It Is not certain, however, that these 
alliances are possible only because of the ath* 
letit^ affiliations. 

SO FAB, STUDENTS have not voiced opinions 

on the proposed fee hike. There is an indication,' 
among several student senators, however, that 
the Senate will approve the fee increase recom- 
mendation with some small changes. It has 
been suggested thfit the period the increase wiU'fc* 
be in effect be cut baok to four years instead of 
the proposed five, and that the fee increase be 
alloted to athletics through the Apportionment 
Board as it is now.

Student 
pasfcing will be In remote areas 
around the perimeter of the 
eampas with, possibly, a shuttle- 
bus service to the campus. 

AT TBMB time, six lots exist in 
which stndents may park. 
Twenty-one lots exist In which 
faculty and. sigtt Vi&f park. This 
includes sinall parking areas atf-' 
.joining UnlTerslty buildings. 

According to Buchele, the last 
meeting of the Traffic Control 
Board "consisted of letting tbe 
English department air their 
gripes" on inadequate parking 
facilities. However, he said, 
their parking facilities are no 
more inadequate than those of 
any other department on campus. 

Nelson also suggested perime- 
ter parking as a possible solu- 
tion to over-crowded parking 
toeiltties and that further re- 
strictions be placed on the num- 
ber of cars allowed on eampas. 

Those persons now ineligible

Eyewitness Describes Scene in Panama

"Consider the population of 
Wichita Jammed into the area of 
Manhattan and you have the 
present sttnatton In Panama," 
Merle Schwab, a Manhattan 
businessman recently returned 
f^m Panama, explained. 

•THAT SITU.4TIOX is com- 
plicated by the fact that masses 
of poor Panamanians live just 
across Fourth of July Avenue 
from the comtwtpMy houaed 
Americans In th« €>iBal'ZOB*f" 
he continnad. 

Seiiwab and hto buirtuetB part- 
ner, Frank Eaton, are advising 
a road surveying project about 
25 miles from Panama Cliy. 
Eaton was in Panama duriiic tha 
recent rioting.

when everything started Thurs- 
day, Jan. 1©."' he began. "I fig- 
ured thiUKS would quiet down 
but when I got up the next day 
and they hadn't, I tuned in the 
Armed Forces Network broad- 
cast to find out what was hap- 
pening." 

Advised by several of his Pana- 
manian friends, Eaton stayed off 
tbe streets. 

"I finally couldn't stand being 
<MWped up any longer so I called 
a Fanamanlan dentist whose 
<^c« is oen to ours. We drove 
out. cheeked tkem over, and 
found no damage," Eaton aald. 
"The streets were deserted." 

ACTORDIJfG TO Eaton, sev- 
eral businesses were looted dur- 
ing the rioting, including the 
Kodak shop which is in the same 



neighborhood as the Schwab- 
Baton office. Unlike the Kodak 
shop, the Schwab-Eaton office 
wasn't identified by any signs. 

"The Tropical radio office was 
Jammed with calls for the United 
States.

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John Steinbeck s 'Crapes Endures

Tomorrow at the Little Theatre in the Union, 
I'll be introducing the motion picture version of 
John Steinbecii's "The Grapes of Wrath." Today, 
however, I'd like to talk about the remarkable book 
itseU. 

BEKABKABLE because even though we cele- 
brate this year the twenty-fifth anniTershry of Its 

publication, it was still last year among the ten 
beHt-selling paperback novels. While some part of 
the recent enthusiasm may be attributed to the 
author's winning the Nobel Prize, only something 
about the novel itself could account for Its unpar- 
alleled success with a new generation. 

The book is of special interest to Kansans be- 
cause much of this state was included in the "Dust 
Bowl" of the nineteen thirties and the migration 
from this stricken area stimulated Steinbeck to 
writo his greatest success. The continued response 
to the novel is particularly surprising because 
many early readers assumed that its timeliness 
would make it of only passing interest. 

I'KDOUBTEULV many not yet born in the 
thirties read "The Grapes of Wrath" toda^ to learn 



firom a sensitlTe* first-hand reporter about those 
distressing years. But it could hardly be an endur^'* 

ing success if some Idea of enduring significance 
did not underlie the story of the farmers' plight. 

Basically the novel dramatizes the old, but never 
too oUen repeated injunction, "You must love one 
another or you shall die." Although the book ap- 
pears superficially to deal with e(K>nomlc and 
political problems, It is not propaganda for some 
transient cause. It deals rather, like much memor- 
able writing, with the tragic conseguenoss of a 
lack of love. 

UJS'LIKE many later writers, Steinbeck remains 
optimistic, showing his characters at last learning 
with great difficulty how to conquer selflsliness 
and accept with dignity individual responsibility 
for the general welfare of mankind. 

As long as there are readers willing to learn this 
lesson and to hope the world may learn it, "The 
Grapes of Wrath" will remain one of the most vital 
works of our national and International literature. 
At a time when hate-mongers rant even In dis- 
tinguished universities, it Is encouraging to flni^. 
this novel unflaggingly popular. 

SEE THE MOVIE! It may stimulate you tO find 
out how much more there is in the book. 
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TtE81>AV NIGHT the Student Senate approved 
a motion whlcli would, In effect, reeoibmend a fS 
per Bemester student fee hike a» part of an attempt 
to put K-State athletics, specifically footbftU, on 
a eompetitlre basis In the Big Eight.

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Senate Hustles 
New Farm Bill 

WASHINQTON (UPI) — The 
8«vuifee piaaned lo begin debate 

today on a bill combining new 
wheat and cotton programs, with 
hopes of coraplettng. action next 
week before a proloagad civil 
rights battle starts. 

Bsekers and some opponents 

of the double-barreled measure, 
which Includes two of President 
Johnson's top-priority farm pro- 
posals, screed that the Senate 
probably would approve the bill 
after sharp debate. 

UKAIOCRATIC leaders rushed 
the bill to the Senate floor ahead 
of the civil rights fi^ht because 
the farm measure must be writ- 
ten into law by early April to 
apply to this year's wheat and 
cotton crops. 

Delaying the measure until 
after the expected Senate civil 
rights filibuster would make 
most provisions of the term bill 

useless for this year. 

. !ri|B WVBAT sectton of the 
Ml' wmM .use. voHtitary sere- 
age controls to head off what 
administration officials estimate 
would be a 1600 million drop 
in grower income this year due 
to a scheduled drop in price sup- 
ports. 

If the bill is passed, officials 
claim, farmers would recoup 
about $4.^>0 million of the loss 
without any substantial increase 
in government spending.

The cotton plan would use' 
two new government subsidies. 
One subsidy would be paid to 
traders in an effort to step up 
sales of cotton to U.S. textile 
mills, and the other would be 
offered to producers to persuade 
them to cut back surplus pro- 
duction.

We feel the student body should^ have 
been allowed to vote on this fee increase, 
since It wUl mean a cash outlay for each 
and everyone of us, not just those stu- 
dents In the Senate, ^urtl^ermore, we 
wontd iltte an ^SKpiaa^ion aad a good 
reason why students -^fwen^ |Hfinttt«4. 
to vote on the issue. 

WHKNEVKR a bond issue <a parallel 
to the $5 athletic fee hike In this in- 
stance) ts proposed in a community to 
finance a measure ("Kansas State Uni- 
versity's Intercollegiate athletic program" 
in this case), persons concerned are al- 
lowed to vote on the matter. Before the 
tasne can be effeeted, It must be ap- 
proved by a majority of the persons In- 
volved — this is required by law. Whr 
w«ren*t we as students given this same 
democratic privilege, which commnnt- 
ties ara required by law to give their 
residents? 

Had this fee hike been passed by popu- 
lar election (legitimately executed and 
with student identities tl on cards 
checked) we would have no gripe; as the 
matter stands, we do, 

ACXX>KUING to the Topeka Daily 
Capital ot February 19, 1964, the Stu- 
dent Senate recommendation will not be 
made to the Kansas Board of Regents 
until "sometime in March." Therefore, 
we feel there Is still time for the senate 
to retract, or at least halt its standing 
recommendation and arrange for a stu- 
dent election on the issue. After the 
election, we feel the senate should make 
a new decision for or against the fee

De Varona said Walder, a baid- 
Iflh man In his SOs who married 
a Cuban girl after his arrival on 
the Communist island in 19 $1, 
is a "speeialtst in electrontea and 
atomic installations." 

THE COUNCn^ report said 
Walder is tnatalling the atomle 
laboratories in the Santo Tomas 
and I^OH Portales caves in Pinar 
del Rio Province. 

"In one of th0 galleries of the 
Santo -Tomas Cave there la an 
experimental atomic energy sta- 
tion which has powerful seismo- 
gniphlc Instruments." the refort 
said. "Walder la In elia«te of 
th e sta t ion." 

TBE EXILB group said it» In- 
telligence reports show that Rus- 
sia did not remove all of Its 
long range rockets from Cuba 
during the 1962 missile crisis.

''All the experiments ihonid 
help Jo daerease the time be- 
tween bites for Kansas fisher- 
men," Tiemeier said. "More in- 
formation about how, when, 
where and what to teed fish 
should result in mi»e and larg- 
er fish.*'

IK A LKTTER from President 
McCain to Manhattan household- 
ers, contained in the "Informa- 
tion for HouBehotders and Stu- 
dents" pamphlet, McCain said, 
"It is the firm policy of the 
University to make all of our 
facilities, houBing an well as 
academic, available to all stu- 
dents on an equal basts regard- 
less of raee, religion or nation- 
ality. 

**The University expects ap- 
proved residences in the local 
community to follow the same 
policy." 

KDVV.^RDH explained that the 
problem stems from the fact 
that the evidence of discrimina- 
tion must come from the stu- 
dent. 

According to Edwards, if the 
student can show that he is 
being discriminated against due 
to race, color or creed, the house- 
holder's card will be pulled from 
the University flies. 

"It hurts me to think that 
people are turned away, but 
often the nationality of the stu- 
dent is not the reason/' a.-iid 
Edwards, He said th*t niauy 
householders will not bouse 
freshmen or graduate students. 

EDWARim PUINTKn out that 
many householders have had un- 
fortunate experiences with fresh- 
men and do not want to take 
anothwr diance with them. 

Since the evidence of discrim- 
ination is left to the student, 
Edwards feels that the problem 
is one of educating the persons 
Involved. "It would seem un- 
just to nie to force a householder 
to take someone they didn't 
want," he said.

Agriculture Dean Beck Returns 
From India, Relates Differences

India la wmtking a thin line 

between two brands of cointnun- 
ism, according to Glenn Beck, 
dean of agriculture. 

Beck, who just returned from 
a month's visit to India, said 
armament and military activity 
had been stepped up to combat 
the Red Chinee forces, but Rus- 
sian friendship was still sought. 

"IN THE two years since my 
last visit, I saw an obvious dif- 
ference in India," Beck said. 

"I wouldn't say that India has 
ever been untrlendly to the 
riiitt d states, but they are cer- 
tainly more friendly than be- 
fore. They realise their depend- 
ence on the West to' protect 
their democracy. 

"HOWE\'ER, Indians do re- 
ceive aid from Russia, too, of a 
more glamorous type than ours, 
and still blgbly sought. I never 
heard any discussion of our 
wheat sale to Russia, which 
might be significant in itself." 

Beck was In India to observe 
progress msde by K-State teama 
working in the Agency for In- 
ternational Development (A.I.D.) 



He reported that obvious 
strides had been made In the 
three states where K-SUte per- 
sonnel are working. One of the 
. reatest steps is negotiation for 
a contract with the Indian gov- 
ernment to sponsor a new agrt- 
cultural college. • 

i'ATTERN'KD on the land- 
grant system of colleges and uni- 
versities, the Anora Pradesh Ag- 
ricultural University in Hydera- 
bad will have colleges of agricul- 
ture, veterinary medicine and 
home sciences. Unlike American

similar to one in Manhattan Jan. 
27-31 is underway in Kansas 
City to encourage voters to 
register for the election on the 
Public Aeeommodation's ordin- 
ance. 

MORE THAN 140 university 
students from Kansas and Okia-' 
honia migrated to Kansas City 
Friday and ■ Saturday to work 
with the First Presbyterian 
church in the door-to-door proj- 
ect, according to John Buzen- 
burg, BA Jr, United Campus 
Christian Fellowship (UCC|f> 
financial adviser. 

Work will conttnne thto week- 
end. The ordinance will be voted 
on April 7. Since Kansas City 
law states that voters must be 
registered 30 days before an 
election, votera must register by 
Saturday, March 7. 

"\VK WORKKR in the second 
ward which Is near the slum 
area and where the population 
Is predominately Negro," said 
Busenburg. 

Buzenburg said that Fifth 
District Rep. Richard Boiling, 
Kansas City member of Congress, 
spnkf to the Btudents on the 
^importance ol this project. 

"Yon have to somehow con- 
vince people who won't fight in 
their own behalf that another 
effort Is worthwhile. A man 
can't have a voice if he doesn't 
vote, and can't vote it he isn't 
registered." said Boiling. 

THK STI'DKNTH worked an 
area known as "the controlled 
vote area." 

"This is where professional 
politicians get out the vote when 
the matter concerns them, but 
don't get it out when the matter 
concerns the people," said Har- 
old Halliday, Kansas City chair- 
man of Operation Public Accom- 
modation. 

DURING semester break Stut- 
dent Christian Fellowship spon- 
sored a registration, drive in the 
Manhattan area south of Poynt* 
in the lower rent district. 

"Twenty-five students visited 
homes there and encouraged 
residents to regi(ster tor the city 
election in April and the na- 
tional election in November,"

"Letters receive as much at- 
tention as interviews in job ap- 
pllcstton," said Bruce LaughUn, 
assistant director of the Place- 
ment Center.

A 
poorly written letter may be 
fatal but one that is well writ-

A list of prospective companies 
may be found In the Placement 
Center. Small businesses are 
more receptive to letters than 
are large companies. 

Student and recruiter should 
both know when to expect notice 
of aeeeptanee or rejection ^after 
the interview, according to 
Laughlin. Students should ask 
for extensions ot time rather, 
than leave the company wonder- 
ing for months.

This stipula- 
tion does not apply to consump- 
tion of cereal nutlt beverages, he 
pointed out. 

In Ferguson's opinion, legal- 
ised salo of liquor by the drink 

Is not the proper answer. 

"LBGISliATION which will 
regulate what eoiuitltntes a pri- 
vate club will solve most Ot the 
problems," he stated. 

At present no law exist which 
regulate "private clubs" as to 
hours, age of members or law 
enforcement. Ferguson pointed 
oat. Peace officers cannot be ad- 
mitted without seareh warrants. 

IN HIB OPIXIOX, the problem 
will grow until th^ courts find 
the answer. 

"The present method Is the 
only practicable, workable and 
philosopllleal way to handle the 
management of liquor by the 
drink," he concluded.

Commentary on Racism

In the widely read, Polftier Prlie winning sttidy, 
"The Making of the President: 1960/' tlieodore H. 
WUte haa said that minority group relations pre- 
sent, "the most terrible problem of American poli* 
tics Binoe the Constitiili^n Aiakers flrat became 
embrangled in a hopelesa search for its solution 
. . . /* White rMiks the problem as one ot the 
three most important of dilr ilme, the otfiUrd belflg 
that of war or peace and how the hational economy 
is to be managed. 

HIS POSITION does not seem to be extreme. 
Current developments vividly illustrate that mem- 
bers of racial, ethnic and religious minority groups 
are no longer willing to be treated as objects of 
"patemallBtIo" pMblic policy oi^ as se<Scmd-ctas8 
citisens. Improvements of education level, ecoh 
nomic status and a growing consciousness of po- 
litical power have caused them to demand a full 
and equal role In all aspects of American society. 

Whether and how political and social institu- 
tions will manifest their changing status must rank 
as one of the most important problems of our time. 
The necessity of arriving at a conetmotive soliitloii 
is pMStotiig; the alteraattvea are almost staggw* 
ing. 

8FEAKIN0 ONLY in terms of the dollar cost to 
our economy, it has been estimated that racial dis- 
crimination in employment alone costs some $30 
billion a year. Such a figure, of course, can only 
be based upon an ednoated guess. However, th» 
total cost to society cannot be measured in dollars 
alone. The effect of discrimination upon the char- 
acter of people subjected to an inferior status and

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upon those who are, wittingly or unwittingly^ 
parties to it. must be substantial. 

It is also a painful but stark reality that the 
United States is judged in the eyes of the world 
according to how it treats its citisens 'who also 
happen to be 'memtwrs ot minority groups. And 
the problem would seem to go even deeper, chal- 
lenging the essential meaning of democratic gov- 
ernment itself. 

A STATEVEHT of the United States Comints- 
sion on Civil Right seems to be most appropriate 
here: '*In a world where colored people oonsttttirtie 
a majority ot the human race, where many new 
governments are being formed, where self -govern- . 
ment is everywhere being tested, where the basic 
humand dignity of the individual person is being 
denied by totalitarian systems, it is more than ever 
essential that American principles and historic 
purposes be understood. These standards — these 
ideas and ideals — are what America is all about." 

Perhaps the greatest of American ideals is, as 
Bruce Catton has said, "the simple tradition of 
freedom." But many Americans would accept this 
statement only with reservation. The qualified 
feeling is buttressed by practices and attitudes to- 
ward the rights and liberties of important segments 
of our total population; such as Negroes, Spanish- 
Americans, Puerto Ricans, American Indians, 
Jews, Catholics and other minorities. 

THROUGHOUT the history of our country, mem?- 
bers of these groups have occupied an inferior 
status and have been subjected to wide and varied 
patterns of discrimination, ranging from outright 
violenoe and intimidatien when they sought to ex- 
ercise their rights, to more subtle^ forms which 
have denied them equal participation in political/ 
economic and social aspects ot our society.

According to basic ecological 
laws, when an organism fln^s 
Itself in a 'hostile' environment, 
it can do one of three things:

I eoneluae that in AgglevUle, 
the discrimination shown is none 
tiMt all of us wouldn't make, 
iMMed simply mi eleanliness. ^e 

problem downtown is certainly 
more complex, but tbe barbers 
there can not be labelled racist 
and suhsettuently condemned. If 
for no other reason than a loss 
of business and family income, 
they choose not to cut a Negro's 
hair, so what. 

FINALLY the question arises, 
why don't tbe NegroM start a 
shop or two of their own, thus 
saving everyone a lot of trouble. 
They would also make some 
money for themselves, which 
might be well invested in paint 
and other instruments of recla-

Tbe KMiua Board of Regents 
allocated an additional $3»000 
for the proposed K-Sttfte aiadi- 
torium preliminary plsnt at thttr 
meeting Feb. 22. 

According to Daniel Beatty, 
University btiBlnMs manager, K- 
State ia now authorised t» iwy 
116,000 from the JEle|sents' plan- 
ning fund for the plana which 
are betag drafted by a- local firm. 

Money was also allocated from

pus. Estimated construction and 
equipment cost of the building 
fa 11% million. 

Plans and specifications for a 
women's dormitory were also ap* 
proved, Beatty said. Constrno- 
tion of the dorm, which will be 
north of West hall, is expected 
to begin this spring. Beatty re- 
ported that completion is set for 
sometime with the next two 
. years. 

"The new nine-story dorm will 
house 600 coeds and West houses 
only 300," Beatty explained. 
"But floor plans of both dorms 
will be basically the same."

Russian Atmosphere Good 
Reports Wheat Inspector 



"1 had the feeling of being 
among friends and there was an 
air of sociability everywhere," 
said Dr. John Shellenberger after 
his return Friday from Russia. 
"I was treated wonderfully all 
the time. ' 

BHKLLENBKRGER was in 
Russia tor two weeks to repre- 
sent United States interests when 
the first shipload ot American 
wheat was unloaded at the port 
ot Odessa. He la head of the 
Department of' Flour and Feed 
Milling and teohnicat conHUltant 
to the Continental Grain Co., tbe 
wheat-selling firm. 

"Everyone I talked with had 

the attitude of 'What can we do 
for you?* when it was actually 
a situation of 'What can we do 
for each other?' " Shellenberger 
said. 

"WB HAD a lot ot discussions 

but no major problems or com- 
plaints. The Russians realise 
the problems of ocean shipping 
and were apparently satisfied 
with the quality ot wheat." 

"The sale of the one blHton 
tons of wheat was generally 
known, but It wasn't something 
you read in the papers every day. 
That I can understand. I'm snre 
the United States wouldn't pnbll- 
sise the fact we had a food short- 
age and had bought food from 
the Soviet Union. The sale 
makes much bigger news." 

Shellenberger was in Russia 
in .' ' ig and remarked on the 
changes he had noticed.

Harvqrd Drug Controversy

iniFORTUNATELY some academic free- 
^muHBeekers are all too eager to dash fuU- 
epeed abMd ani daaui aafthing that etandi 
in the way. 

Such Is apparently the case in a recent 
controversy at Harvard University involv- 
ing two professors in search of academic 
freedom to experiment with hallucination- 
producing drugs. Two psychologists, Dr. 
Riehard Alpert lad Dr/Timothy r. Leary, 
began In 1968 to experiment wMi a group 
of drugs known as hallucinogents or psy- 
chotomimetics. These substances produce 
hallucinations and peculiar changes of 
consciousness when taken by normal per- 



THE F8TCH0IiO€»S'r8 began studying 

the drugs In an effort to determine the 
"chemical basis" of mental illness. The 
experimentation mushroomed, however, to 
include a coterie of Harvard undergradu- 
ates whOp along with Alpert and Leai-y, be- 
gan to participate 4n six to twelve hour 
''consciousness-broadening" sessions while 
under intoxication from tho drugs. 

Rumors about the drugs and the experi- 
ments permeated the Harvard undergradu- 
ate ranks. 9efore long, the drugs, which 
were easily obtainable fHun nearby drug 
distributors, became a hot item on the 
Harvard Square blmM market.

MX THE TIMS Harvard officials became 
conemed anoui^ to «aeeUea Alpert and 
his experimentation, the payehologlflt had 

gained enough student support — or rapport 
— to present a convincing argument for his 
work. As yet, no physicians had spoken 
out on the possible after-effects of the 
drug. 

It soon was learned that even though the 

drugs were not habit-forming, they could 

produce psychotic after-effects in some ap- 
parently normal persons. A Harvard M. D, 
said, **It has been known to increase slight 
depressions into snictdal ones and to pro- 
mim whizophivnte-like reaeUons." 

ttABVAKI) officials should have reacted 
then. Instead, they maintained a strict 
policy of academic freedom and non-inter- 
vention in faculty matters. 

Harvard waited more than a year after 
publio i^flotals became ofmeemed enc^h 
to Investigate possible Illegal sales of the 
drugs before deeming it necessary to termi- 
nate Alperfs contract. It waited more than 
a year after hearing a doctor's report on the 
ill-effects of the drugs before taking action. 

IT IS mPOSSIBLE to tell how many stu- 
dents were deeply and badly affected t^.use 
of the drugs during the year that Harvard 
officials sat idly by. There is no way of 
knowing how many lives were ruined or 
how many suicides were committed. 

Academic freedom, like any other free- 
dom, is a wonderful concept— if it is not 
abused. — cp
